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STOCKTAKING 


OOKING back over the controversies and 

events of the last year is fascinating and a 
little baffling—a kind of kaleidoscope with our 
old problems crystallizing out afresh in new 
forms sometimes they grow smaller and some- 
times bigger but rarely or never do they vanish 
altogether. 

The year has been a prosperous one, and 
this has reflected itself in the general material 
well-being of the building industry. This has 
not led to smug self-satisfaction either among 
architects or among builders. 

The constitutional changes at the R.I.B.A. 
have proceeded without any loss of vigour, 
with a new council and a completely new set 
of committees already meeting, a new secretary 
in office and a new public relations officer 
about to be chosen. Basic matters such as a 
possible two-tier profession, the Code of 
Professional Conduct, the competition system, 
architectural education and the relation of 
architects to other professions have all received 
a considerable amount of constructive thought. 
The profession is very much alive and trying 
hard to adapt itself to a rapidly changing 
modern society. 

In some of these matters it is already 
possible to see an emerging pattern. The 
R.I.B.A. itself seems certain to be a more vital 
and vigorous body than for a long time in the 
past, and architectural education seems bound 
to improve considerably. Even the Archi- 
tectural Association may well, before long, 
solve its long-standing effort to transform 
itself. 

The Institute of Builders have revised their 


Articles of Association and have produced a 
bold scheme for their examinations, recently 
referred to in this column 


+ + . 


The world of planning has been changing 
very rapidly in the last year. We have the 1959 
Town and Country Planning Act, with all its 
implications. The enormous impact /uture 
motorways will make on town and country 
has raised alarm and the Minister of Transport 
has shown signs of responding to appeals for 
the inclusion of architects and landscape 
architects in road teams. High buildings too 
are in the news and urban renewal seems to 
have caught the Minister of Housing’s eye, at 
last. 

Behind all this, however, planning is getting 
chaotic. It is now generally accepted that the 
Barlow Report is out of date and that we are 
in the beginnings of an enormous expansion 
of the London and Birmingham conurbations. 
If these are not planned for intelligently, large 
areas of the country will sink into an inefficient 
and muddled suburbia. 

Another problem which has grown in size 
and public awareness is the lack of facilities 
for young people. This has aggravated 
hooliganism and made it difficult to achieve 
the improved standard of planting and layout 
in public places which is so badly needed. 

Given hard thinking and determination, 
none of these problems is insoluble. The 
optimists among us will hope that the sixties 
will see the gradual emergence of a better- 
ordered world. 
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EVENTS AND COMMENTS 


LOOKING BACK ON 1959 
JANUARY 


The proposals of the R.I.B.A. Constitutional Com- 
mittee were given an airing at the A.A., but this caused 
less of a popular stir than the Russians’ near miss 
of the moon with Lunik I, and the exhibition of 
Russian pictures at the Royal Academy was on the 
whole less interesting than the remarks that were 
written in its visitors’ book. With the Lunik and the 
evening organized by the L.U.A. Committee at the 
R.1.B.A. to show slides and talk about the Congress 
in Moscow, it made January a Soviet month. What 
was nearly a disastrously long and boring evening at 
the R.I.B.A. was saved by Keith Scott’s magnificent 
pictures of the inside of the Kremlin. The award of 
the Royal Gold Medal to Mies Van der Rohe was 
widely applauded. The Ruskin School of Drawing 
and Fine Art was threatened with closure and a great 
number of distinguished past students protested. Since 
then nothing has been heard. The Building Centre 
put Basil Spence and Coventry Cathedral on a disc 
in the first of a series of recorded illustrated talks. 


FEBRUARY 

The month started badly with the sudden death of 
Felix Samuely, one of our leading structural engineers. 
A change of command at the C.o.1.D. was announced 
well in advance, the director, Sir Gordon Russell, 
retiring on December 31, 1959, and being succeeded 
by Mr. Paul Reilly, at present deputy director. Another 


top-level change was the appointment of Mr. H. J. 
Whitfield Lewis as Middlesex county architect on the 


retirement of Mr. C. G. Stillman. The first official 
hint was given that the distinguished Danish architect, 
Professor Arne Jacobsen, was to design the new 
buildings for St. Catherine’s College, Oxford. Later, 
when the professor came to London to open the 
exhibition of his work—a milestone in R.1.B.A. history 
as the first-ever one-man show—there was some 
criticism in letters to The Times on the proposed 
appointment. On the whole, however, British architects 
approved and welcomed the appointment. Some of the 
twenty firms of architects invited to take part in 
Stage I of the limited competition for Churchill College, 
Cambridge, were reported to be muttering at the work 
involved and the waiving of the R.I.B.A. rule that 
all those engaged in a limited competition should 
receive a fee. In spite of this, only one firm declined 
the invitation. The assessors of the R.I.B.A./ Ideal Home 
Magazine small house competition found themselves 
with 1,523 entries to choose from, a record for archi- 
tectural competitions. Under the title “Who Cares?”, 
the Civic Trust sponsored a series of films on B.B.C. 
Television starring Douglas Jones, principal of the 
Birmingham School of Architecture. In their search 
for beauty spots on which to build nuclear power 
stations the Ministry of Fuel and Power unerringly 
put its finger on Newtown Creek on the _ north- 
west shore of the Isle of Wight. The outcome 
of their subsequent site investigation is still awaited. 
The first wedding to be held in the recently completed 
Chapel of the Cross, beneath the main floor of 
Coventry Cathedral, was, appropriately enough, that of 
Miss Gillian Spence, daughter of and secretary to 
the architect, and Mr. Anthony Blee, a member of 
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Mr. Spence’s design team. The sensation of the month 
was the Le Corbusier exhibition at the Building Centre. 
It was seen by 37,248 people in three and a half 
weeks, after being shown in Liverpool and before 
going on to Dublin. 


MARCH 


The St. Catherine’s College controversy raged on. 
while the exhibition of Arne Jacobsen’s “immaculate” 
(Basil Spence’s word) work showed critics how good 
an architect he was. Abner, trying to sum up, wrote 
that a competition would have been welcomed but 
that British architects were torn between a feeling of 
disappointment that the dons should have gone abroad 
for a designer, and a wish not to appear unfriendly 
to Professor Jacobsen, whose work was widely admired. 
Sir Leslie Martin and Trevor Dannatts’ rescue plan 
for the London University site in Bloomsbury was 
published. It included some revolutionary proposals 
and, mercifully, a few more trees than the previous 
plan. The R.I.B.A. organized a protest meeting on 
the low standard of trade films in the building industry. 
The meeting was surprisingly well attended and hard 
things were said which reverberated in the Financial 
Times and the Scientific Film Review and have 
resulted in the setting up of an advisory committee 
by the Building Centre at the invitation of the R.I.B.A. 
The Zoological Society of London, in between internal 
rows, announced a new plan for its gardens in Regent’s 
Park, designed by Sir Hugh Casson and Mr. F. A. P. 
Stengelhofen. Abner became anxious about the future 
of the Tecton buildings there, and still is. The seeds 
of the, at present, Piccadilly controversy were sown 
when the L.C.C.’s plan for the Circus was published. 
Abner wrote: “The spot is to be marked by a not 
very tall, tall building. A good deal will depend on 
the quality of the architecture which will go to com- 
plete the scheme. I very much hope that the L.C.C. 
will be empowered to enforce strict control over any 
speculative development in the area.” An exhibition 
at the Institution of Civil Engineers in February had 
focused attention on the dangers of motorways in 
cities. The R.1.B.A.’s appeal to the Minister of Trans- 
port that architects and landscape architects should 
have a say in the planning of trunk roads had been 
brushed aside and aesthetics were not even mentioned 
by the Minister when he opened the exhibition. Abner, 
with other columnists, kept coming back to the subject 
and on one occasion quoted an outburst on the bad 
design of American motorways published in the 
Architectural Forum. 


APRIL 


The death of Frank Lloyd Wright in his ninetieth 
year, and at a time when he had never had more work 
in hand, removed one of the few remaining great 
architectural figures in the world. Other great men in 
their particular fields who died during the month were 
Sir George Pepler, one of the founders of the Town 
Planning Institute, and Mr. C. H. Astin, P.P.R.1.B.A., 
who, as county architect for Hertfordshire, produced 
the schools which are now world famous. 

Of the Monico site building, now in the headlines, 
Abner wrote: “The design is a sad disappointment. 
The two-storied base seems to me to be too high for 
the tower, which is not really tall enough. Its outline 
is not very dramatic, and, although the arrangements 
that have been made for electric-sign advertising are 
ingenious, I do not think that the project is nearly 
distinguished enough in conception.” Brigadier Sir

MONICO SITE INQUIRY—2 
“The Biggest Aspidistra of them all” 


HE second day of the inquiry before Mr. C. D 

Buchanan into the development of the Monico site, 
bounded by Piccadilly Circus, Shaftesbury Avenue, Den- 
man Street and Glasshouse Street, started with the con- 
tinuation of Frank Booth’s examination by Mr. E. L. C. 
Blain, junior counsel to Sir Milner Holland, Q.c., appear- 
ing for Land (Piccadilly) Development Ltd. and the Legal 
and General Assurance Society. 

In answer to questions, Frank Booth, A.R.1.B.A., A.M.T.P.L., 
said the three architect members of the Royal Fine Art 
Commission’s technical committee, who discussed the 
scheme with himself and Mr. Hubert Bennett, the County 
Council's architect, were the Hon. Lionel Brett, Mr. Basil 
Spence and Mr. Jellicoe. Mr. Booth said the main facing 
material of the building would be Portland stone with 
granite, probably grey, under the windows which would 
be of stainless steel. He said he regarded the podium 
terrace as one of the most important amenities of the 
development: people would go and walk about there and 
have a fine view of the Circus. 

Mr. Elwyn Jones, Q.c., appearing for the Civic Trust, 
suggested to Mr. Booth that his function was to provide 
more attractive trimmings, “to put powder upon the 
face”. Mr. Booth denied that and said he dealt with the 
detailed design of the elevations. Mr. Booth agreed that 
neither traffic nor the fate of pedestrians had anything 
to do with his appointment and said that if an upper 
level pedestrian access was required because of later 
schemes, it would not be impossible to bridge over into 
this [Monico site] building. 

Mr. Booth was then asked some questions on car- 
parking and garaging which he was unable to answer. 

The inspector, Mr. Buchanan, intervened to say he 
wanted to ask certain questions of the person who was 
really responsible for the main form and shape of the 
building. As this was a highly important building on a 
highly important site he would like to be able to report to 
the Minister the ideas that went through the mind of the 
person who conceived the building in this shape and in 
this form and what compelling architectural or design 
reasons there were. Sir Milner Holland answered that 
they would be hearing from the technical officer of the 
L.C.C. with whom all the planning had been discussed 
at every stage. 

Continuing his examination of Mr. Booth, Mr. Elwyn 
Jones suggested the building remained squat and ugly 
although Mr. Booth had worked like a tiger on it and had 
improved it a lot. 

On the subject of the advertisement panels, Mr. Booth 
said the top would be about 150ft from street level; he 
did not know whether the signs would be seen from 
places like St. James’s Park, Parliament Square and 





Buckingham Palace; he thought that “there would simply 
be a glow in the sky”. 

Cross examined by Mr. Thurman Matthews, A.R.1.B.A., 
A.M.T.P.1., Mr. Booth admitted his instructions included 
nothing to do with the planning of the building. He 
agreed with Mr. Matthews that if the development was 
allowed to go on, then Moon’s Garage site (which stands 
in the middle of an island site) would be a garage and 
presumably nothing else for many years to come. 


* + * 


Captain Clifford Higgins, B.sc., M.1.£.£., chairman of 
the Technical Committee of the B.S.I. which deals with 
British Standard electric signs, was the third witness. 

Captain Higgins said the weight limit recommended for 
signs was 6cwt per 100 sq ft. On the north-east and 
north-west faces access to signs would be from lift lobbies 
and by cat ladders on the south-east and south-west faces. 
Transformers and other gear would be slung from the 
floors of maintenance galleries and would not be visible 
from the street. 

Mr. Elwyn Jones, cross examining this witness, sug- 
gested the sign panel, 165ft to the top, was “the biggest 
aspidistra the world has seen, and illuminated at that”. 
The area of the advertisement panel was 7,080 sq ft; the 
front of the County Fire Office was only a modest 5,500 
sq ft. “A magnificent end to the vista from Nash, from 
Piccadilly, from St. James’s Park and the Haymarket.” 
The total advertisement space all round was to be 18,000 
sq ft. “. . . what possible justification can there be for 
having an advertising construction illuminated to 
a height of 165 sq ft, which can, for instahce, obtrude 
upon places where advertising of that kind may be 
unwanted,” Mr. Jones said. 

Captain Higgins would not concede the possibility that 
ordinary people walking about London in quiet places, 
like St. James's. might not like the intrusion of a 160ft 
high advertisement of some commodity. “I can under- 
stand their being worried by their having no light”, he 
said. On a calculation in relation to Nelson’s Column, 
Mr. Jones said, the tower of the proposed building would 
be just visible from Whitehall, 20yd north of the 
Cenotaph (Captain Higgins rather doubted it); it would 
be visible from the Horse Guards Parade; from Downing 
Street; over the tops of the trees in the Mall; from the 
Memorial in front of Buckingham Palace: from the 
Palace's upper floor windows, and possibly from ground 
level; from the Clock Tower and Victoria Tower of the 
Houses of Parliament. 

Later Captain Higgins agreed with a questioner that 
the largest letter at the top of the building would be about 
6ft and that this would be difficult to read outside the 
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MONICO SITE INQUIRY 


Circus. Answering questions from the Inspector, Captain 
Higgins agreed it would be possible to have a symbol of 
some sort and this could be 40ft across. “A 40ft glass 
of beer takes some swallowing”, said Mr. Buchanan. 


Third Day of the Inquiry 


At the opening of Friday’s session Sir Milner Holland 
informed the Inspector he proposed to call no further 
evidence as Mr. Stewart Brown (appearing for the L.C.C.) 
would be calling the L.C.C.’s chief architect, Hubert 
Bennett. The Inspector expressed disappointment at this, 
as the only evidence on the design had come, so far, from 
the architect who reshaped the elevations. Sir Milner 
said the best person to say how the design emerged was 
Mr. Bennett and he hoped the Inspector would be kind 
enough to wait until he had heard Mr. Bennett’s evidence. 
“IT will not press the point”, said Mr. Buchanan, “but 
my own view would have been that the best person who 
could have told me how the building emerged was the 
architect who was responsible for it.” Mr. Elwyn Jones 
agreed with the Inspector and the Inspector asked Sir 
Milner: “What is the difficulty in producing the architect?” 
Sir Milner replied that the design produced to the plan- 
ning authority in 1957 was rejected and the planning 
authority proposed an alternative plan and “that is the 
one which has been adopted with some modifications”. 
The Inspector accepted the proposed course of evidence 
for the time being but said he would ask Sir Milner “to 
help out” if the position was not made absolutely clear 
by the L.C.C. 


The Case for the L.C.C. 


Mr. Stewart Brown, Q.c., appearing for the L.C.C., 
said in his opening speech that he wanted to make it 
perfectly clear that the L.C.C. was presenting its case 
quite independently of the applicants. There had been 
no collaboration whatsoever. All that had happened was 
that Sir Milner had asked whether he would have an 
objection to presenting the L.C.C.’s case, calling Mr. 
Bennett at this stage. “We are here on behalf of the 
council to assist the Minister in every possible way in 
determining this important application,” Mr. Stewart 
Brown said. “One might have thought and expected that 
that would be the attitude of a responsible body such as 
the Civic Trust . . . but judging from cross examination 
that has been made on behalf of the Civic Trust one mav 
feel some doubt as to the instruction that had been given

Mr. Stewart Brown said there was no doubt that if this 
application had not been called in, the council would 
have given permission for this development. The council 
had come to the conclusion, on the advice of its officers, 
that the proposed building was satisfactory in itself from 
an architectural point of view and was in conformity with 
the proposals of the council for the redevelopment of 
Piccadilly Circus as a whole. “The L.C.C.,” Mr. Stewart 
Brown said, “is glad that such interest should be taken in 
this matter. It shares the view that this is a very impor- 
tant site, but it is quite impossible for us to answer here 
every point made in every article on this subject . . . but 
where attacks have been made on personalities—and | 
regret to say that attacks have been made on personalities, 
even upon the officers of the council—we shall entirely 
ignore them.” 

The second matter which Mr. Stewart Brown wished 
to mention was the question of drawings. In his sub- 
mission it was open to the Minister to grant this appli- 
cation on the footing of the drawings submitted in May 
of 1959, subject to a condition that the modifications 
shown in a revised drawing should be incorporated in the 
scheme. He submitted that this provision presented no 
technical legal difficulty at all. 

The third matter he wished to mention was on the 
subject of floor area. The floor area devoted to offices 
in the proposal was some 64,000 sq ft gross, not 70,000 
sq ft. 

The fourth matter concerned the powers and duties of 
the council. The council had conceived an imaginary 
advisory scheme for the new Piccadilly Circus which was 
accepted as a basis for discussion with the developers 
and outside authorities, but no attempt had been made by 
the council to constitute Piccadilly Circus as a compre- 
hensive development area in the development plan. “This 
is not an inquiry into whether Piccadilly Circus should 
be defined as a comprehensive development area,” said 
Mr. Stewart Brown. “If it were, the extent of the 
proposed area would be known and it would probably 
not be confined to the immediate surroundings of 
Piccadilly Circus; all the owners affected would have 
been given due notice, and they would have had the 
opportunity of raising objections to the proposal.” Mr. 
Stewart Brown wanted to emphasize that the planning 
authority could no more compel architects to decide, or 
owners to build, satisfactory buildings in a comprehensive 
area than outside one. Satisfactory development had 
to be secured by negotiations and co-operation with 
prospective developers in either case. “Who can say 
what uses it will be best for the planning authority to 
encourage in 20 years’ time in Piccadilly Circus?” 
questioned Mr, Stewart Brown. “Will we want then 
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more theatres, more hotels, or less? Will we want some 
quite different kind of use for Piccadilly Circus? Who 
can say what improvements there will be in architectural 
design and methods of building during the course of 
years and how can we determine the architectural design 
of buildings, the use of which is not yet a certainty?” 

The policy of the L.C.C. had been to have compre- 
hensive development areas where they were obviously 
urgently needed. The Council hoped to secure the 
redevelopment of the main site surrounding the Circus 
without the use of compulsory powers. It was possible 
that the Council might change its policy and the leader 
of the L.C.C. and the chairman of the Town Planning 
Committee had indicated recently that a change might 
be considered in certain circumstances, particularly if the 
system of grants were altered and a great deal more 
money was forthcoming from national sources But that 
did not represent at present the policy of the L.C.C.; it 
was in the future. 


Council’s Policy 

Mr. Stewart Brown said the plot development ratio 
for this site, and indeed for most of the area around 
Piccadilly Circus, was five to one. The L.C.C.’s policy, 
both general and in relation to the application, were set 
out in a committee’s report, March 17, 1959, which Mr. 
Stewart Brown proceeded to read. The report referred 
to the council’s debate on October 21, 1958, and its desire 
that Piccadilly Circus should be retained “as a cheerful 
centre of London’s entertaining world fostered by 
approving satisfactory architectural schemes which 
incorporated illuminated signs in the design, so producing 
pleasing buildings by day and animation by night”. 

The committee went on to say in their report that pro- 
posals for redevelopment around the Circus had enabled 
them to consider the future road layout earlier than would 
otherwise have been possible. At the same time they thought 
it well to give preliminary consideration to the type and 
shape of buildings that should be incorporated around 
the remodelled Circus and the council’s architect had 
prepared a model and plans with that object in mind. 
This had been shown to the council on October 21, 1958. 
The aim of the tentative scheme drawn up by the archi- 
tect was to maintain the special character of the Circus 
and to ensure that any new building which might be 
proposed would fit in with the design of the new Circus— 
as a whole—and make satisfactory provision for the 
movement of pedestrians, arrival and departure of cars, 
the servicing of the buildings and the provision of 
illuminated buildings and signs. It also dealt with the 
special problems of providing a concourse to enable 
people to circulate, free from traffic dangers, between 
buildings whose predominant use would be as buildings 
of assembly and entertainment. The committee made it 
clear in the report that they were not committed to the 
plan although the architect had been authorized to discuss 
it with prospective developers in the area; its imple- 
mentation would be dependent on the degree of 
co-operation which could be obtained. The committee 
had, however, taken the line dealing with individual 
applications that any building proposed should not 
prejudice the comprehensive redevelopment of the Circus, 
and they had in fact refused an application relating to the 
site of St. Peter’s Church, Windmill Street, and properties 
in Coventry Street, partly on those grounds. Mr. Stewart 
Brown said that was the general policy of the Council 
as it was in March, 1959, and it remained today in regard 
to Piccadilly Circus. 

The report, Mr. Stewart Brown said, went on to deal with 
immediate proposals for the Café Monico site: “. we 
gave planning approval in outline in March, 1957, ‘for a 
building to be erected on the major part of this site... 
the building has been designed to have due regard to 
existing buildings around the Circus and to the lines of 
possible future development and, with the amendments 
which we are seeking, we think it will achieve this. . . 
Special attention has been paid to the difficult problem 
of the accepted desire to have illuminated signs in the 
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new Circus and the proposed building has been designed 
so as to provide adequate light for various uses and at the 
same time ample wall space for illuminated signs. 
We consider the building can take its place as a satis- 
factory development in the redevelopment of the Circus.” 
Before they took these steps, Mr. Stewart Brown said, 
the L.C.C. consulted a number of outside bodies. Read- 
ing a letter of November 23, 1959, from the Ministry 
of Works about this proposal, he quoted This 
Ministry has now considered this proposal and in 
reply I am to inform you that we have no objection—as 
far as it affects the amenities to St. James’s Park.” The 
letter went on to say that doubtless they would be 
approached in due course in accordance with the Control 
of Advertisements Regulations, 1948. Mr. Stewart 
Brown said that it might well be that under the Control 
of Advertisement Regulations some reconstruction would 
be put on the size of the signs, but it was quite plain 
that the Ministry of Works was not apalled or astonished

at the prospect of a building designed to carry advertise- 
ments to a height of perhaps 1 50ft. 

Mr. Stewart Brown commented cu the attitude of the 
Royal Fine Art Commission. At the meeting with the 
Commission's Technical Committee no adverse comment 
was made upon the general architectural handling of the 
building. “. . . If it now falls so far short of what is 
required on this important site’, he said, “that appears 
to have escaped the attention of the eminent architects 
who then examined the drawings.” Mr. Stewart Brown 
read quotations from a number of letters between the 
Royal Fine Art Commission and the L.C.C.’s_ chief 
architect which expressed the former’s doubts about the 
arrangements of the display of advertisements and said 
they would like to see the design consultant’s proposals 
before any final decision was taken. 

Mr. Stewart Brown said that it was plain that the 
Commission were contemplating that this building should 
be erected and they were not raising objections to its 
lack of architectural quality or other defects; but they 
were merely expressing doubt whether the arrangements 
for the display of advertisements would prove successful. 
“Here are these gentlemen”, Mr. Stewart Brown said, 
“apparently now, to judge from the terms of their Com- 
mission's letter to the Minister, seething with indignation 
at the deplorable architectural quality of this building 
which they had every opportunity, and repeating oppor- 
tunities, of examining with their expert eye in the spring 
of this year, and may we not at least wonder whether 
the indignation is not a little synthetic and artificially 
stimulated.” (See letter, p. 643, A. & B.N., Dec. 23, 1959.) 

Referring to “this remarkable circular letter” (to 
the Civic Trust, see page 644 of A. & B.N., 23.12.59), 
Mr. Stewart Brown said: “I ask you, Sir, ‘within a few 
weeks’. The problems of Piccadilly Circus are immensely 
complex. . The L.C.C. as a planning authority have 
been considering these problems for years .. . and now 
a few people think if they got together they could usefully 
advise the Minister as to the redevelopment of Piccadilly 
Circus in a few weeks. I suggest that this is a very 
disingenious proposal which indicates a strange lack of 
the realization of the processes of planning and the diffi- 
culties of this problem in the minds of the signatories.” 

Continuing, Mr. Stewart Brown said: “I am sure that 
you and your Minister will carefully consider the genuine 
views on the architectural merits of this building 
expressed at this inquiry, giving due weight to those who 
have studied it for a long period and are aware of the 
considerations which have led to this particular design. 
Mere propaganda, | am sure you will disregard. An 
attempt has been made to institute a propaganda campaign 
about this matter and I think you will conclude that the 
monster of Piccadilly is just as much a propaganda stunt 
as the monster of Loch Ness.” 


Mr. Hubert Bennett’s Examination 


Cross examined by Mr. Stewart Brown, Mr. Bennett 
said there were two basic reasons for the redevelopment 
of Piccadilly Circus. First, it was the ordinary process 
of urban renewal, secondly, it was necessary to ease 
traffic congestion by road improvements. He _ thought 
that everybody must be agreed that new buildings in the 
area should be freely planned in the modern manner in 
order to provide a satisfactory whole. The predominant 
use of the Circus would again be theatres, cinemas, 
restaurants, cafeterias, hotels, shops and the like. It would 
be fatal to the character of the Circus if the office element 
was increased. 

Mr. Bennett thought that the material questions which 
should be applied to the application site were: first, 
whether the building would disrupt the pattern of existing 
development or obtrude itself on the skyline to the 
detriment of existing architectural groups and landscape 
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of high value; whether its position had any positive visual 
or civic significance in relation to the town as a whole; 
whether the site was large enough in relation to its sur- 
roundings to allow for the erection of a suitably designed 
base of lower buildings or the provision of open space; 
whether the building made a better contribution to the 
general character of the area than possible alternatives; 
whether it related satisfactorily to any other existing or 
proposed high building in the area; and lastly whether 
its illumination at night could detract from the London 
night scene. He was of the opinion that high buildings 
in the Circus could be so designed as to fulfil those 
criteria. 

In answer to a question about the advisory scheme, Mr. 
Bennett said the proposals were prepared in 1956 to illus- 
trate the Council's approach to the redevelopment of 
Piccadilly Circus. Three levels for pedestrians were 
provided: (1) existing underground concourse of subways; 
(2) at ground level and (3) at first-floor level. (See plans, 
page 641 and 642, A. & B.N., 23.12.59). This was 
achieved by first-floor arcades for shops in the new 
peripheral buildings, by bridges over the carriageways 
to the central concourse and an additional level over the 
central concourse itself which provides more walking 
about space. Mr. Bennett agreed that the proposals for 
the first floor pedestrian circulatory system were an 
important part of the advisory scheme. He said it was 
quite clear and disappointing to find that the prospective 
developers without exception were opposed to the high 
level segregation of traffic. Their objections were 
strongly expressed and they claimed that the walkways, 
particularly from bridges, had a crippling effect on the 
building. In order to provide adequate headroom for 
traffic, the walkways and bridges would have to be some 
20ft or more above the level of the carriageways, and 
although the advisory scheme showed stairway approaches 
except on the central island it was generally accepted that 
escalators would be essential if the walkways were to be 
used. These considerations alone would result, in the 
developers’ view, in excessive ground storey heights, but, 
more important, in the disruption of the ground and first 
floor shopping areas, and the loss of substantial portions 
of the most important part of these shopping places, that 
is, the corner sites. Other objections raised included 
tradesmen’s dislike of upper level approaches to two level 
shops and they anticipated difficulty in letting accom- 
modation at that level. Misgivings were also expressed, 
Mr. Bennett said, by the police representative; in 
particular, regarding the difficulty of control of crowds 
on boat race and election nights, and on the general 
problem of policing. 

Mr. Bennett said he had formed the view that the best 
policy for dealing with the question of pedestrian circu- 
lation was to concentrate on providing an imaginative 
subway system below the Circus with an extended 
shopping concourse, some portion of which might be open 
to the sky. Mr. Bennett agreed that an underground 
concourse could be connected with the pavement outside 
the Monico building and it would be possible to connect 
it with the building itself, either at basement or sub- 
basement level 

On the question of comprehensive redevelopment, Mr. 
Bennett said that in the past weeks much had been said 
on the subject with special reference to Piccadilly Circus, 
which revealed a general lack of understanding of the 
process involved on the part of both the lay and pro- 
fessional members of the public. The conception of a 
master plan as a finite architectural solution to the 
problems of the renewal of a complex and _ highly 
developed central area like Piccadilly Circus is highly 
improbable. The Council's advisory scheme was never 
conceived as a master plan in these terms, being no more 
than an imaginative vehicle for the demonstration of 
certain ideas and principles which the Council wished to 
test for validity against the background of redevelopment 
which must be carried out. 

The report of the inquiry will be continued in next 
week's issue.

There are also to be changes 
in format with the January issue. 


The Architect and Sale of Building Sites 


Within recent months, the Professional Purposes Com- 
mittee of A.R.C.U.K. has noted a number of advertisements 
published in the lay Press, in which building sites are 
offered for sale by architects on behalf of their clients. 
In these advertisements, persons interested are asked to 
apply to the architects, whose names, professional affixes, 
and office address are printed. The committee wish to 
remind practising architects that such advertisements, 
whether inserted by themselves or their clients, or whether 
or not at the latter’s request, are contrary to the Code of 
Professional Conduct and injurious to the standards of 
the profession. 

In one case the committee considered an allegation 
that an architect had advertised himself and touted by 
permitting the following particulars to be included, inter 
alia, in a circular sent out by an estate agency. These 
stated that the property could be viewed on application 
to the owner (his name, qualification, address and tele- 
phone number being given) and laid down the restriction 
that the vendor, who was a practising chartered architect, 
also stipulated that the purchaser must instruct his firm 
to design and supervise the building. 

Both the estate agent and the architect assured the 
Registrar that the architect had had no say in, or previous 
knowledge of, the drafting of the particulars. The com- 
mittee expressed the view that it is preferable, indeed 
desirable, in such cases (i.e., where an architect wishes 
to sell his own land) for no mention to be made in the 
particulars that the vendor is a practising architect. As 
regards the condition that the architect-vendor shall 
design and supervise the building, the committee think it 
reasonable and not unprofessional when the site adjoins 
property occupied by him.

Architects’ Part in Traffic Plan 


Mr. Ernest Marples, the Minister of Transport, is 
considering the possibility of setting up a long-term study 
group, to include architects and town planners, whose 
task would be to find a way to come to terms with urban 
traffic congestion. 

The Minister hinted at this during a House of Commons 
debate on urban traffic congestion. 

“The problem was not merely a road engineering 
one. It was not merely the construction of roads or off- 
street parking. It was the problem of a design for living 
in the fourth quarter of this century. We cannot allow 
the motor-car to grind the amenities out of existence”, said 
Mr. Marples. 

Fe asked for M.P.’s views on the question: “Should we 
have a long-term study group, full-time, with no executive 
responsibility, to go not merely into the road programme, 
but to consist of architects and town planners, embracing 
both roads and amenities, to see which way we are going 
and how we can come to terms with the problem?” 

Mr. Marples added: “I believe that something like that 
should be set up before it is too late and disaster over- 
takes us, as it has done in some of the American cities.” 

Mr. Arthur Holt (Lib., Bolton, West) made a plea for 
read plans to be prepared earlier, even though three years 
might pass before the road was built. 

The Minister told him that he was looking into the 
matter to see if procedure could be streamlined without 
leading to loss of justice to the individual. 

Mr. R. Gresham Cooke (Cons., Twickenham) suggested 
that every time a shopping area was reconstructed, 
planners ought to pay attention to the possibility of 
elevating the pavement to the first floor so as to allow 
room for vehicles to unload underneath. He was glad 
to see that in the Piccadilly Circus scheme provision was 
made for a piazza at the first-floor level for shops. “Much 
of London is, architecturally speaking, Victorian trash, 
and we should not be sorry to see some of it go and be 
redeveloped in a modern and beautiful fashion,” he said

New Construction Orders 


Orders for new construction work valued at £371 
million were obtained by contractors during the third 
quarter of 1959, according to provisional figures published 
by the Ministry of Works. This is £20 million down on 
the previous quarter, but an increase of £60 million 
compared with the third quarter of 1958. (Since the 
beginning of 1959, however, these figures have included 
the work of constructional engineering firms, so a true 
comparison with 1958 is not possible.) 

The value of orders for new housing increased by £10 
million, mostly for private enterprise contracts. Although 
the housing orders by public authorities were lower in 
value the total orders for housing remained well above 
those of previous years. Orders for non-housing work 
were less than in the previous quarter, but were higher 
than a year earlier. Few very large contracts were let.

Alexander Killick retired as secretary of the R.LC.S. 
and was succeeded by Rear-Admiral P. W. Burnett. 

Another building industry figure to retire was Mr. 
Stanley Hearder, director of the N.F.B.T.E. His suc- 
cessor, Mr. Peter Trench, was already well known as 
managing director of Bovis Ltd. Two more top 
architectural appointments were made during the 
month: Mr. Cleeve Barr as chief architect to the 
M.o.H.L.G. and Mr. W. E. Tatton Brown as chief 
architect to the Ministry of Health. 

The Architecture Club, under its new president, Lord 
Conesford, weighed in in the fight against motorways 
in cities, but its discussion got bogged down in car 
parks and was drubbed by Casson as a very dull 
evening, although some people enjoyed it. The Design 
and Industries Association held a successful exhibition 
called “The Face of the Firm” at the Tea Centre. 
It showed the admirable work of graphic designers 
in trade and industry and should have been on tour 
but, as usual, funds were not available. 

An exhibition of the work of two young artists, 
Anthony Hollaway and William Mitchell, caused a stir. 
These two were retained by the L.C.C. to develop 
the surface decoration of the insides and outsides of 
buildings and showed some of the results at County 
Hall. Pigmented polyester resins were among the 
strange and very successful weapons in their armoury. 
Charles Eames, preceded by an evening of his remark- 
able films, gave the annual oration at the R.I.B.A. 
Both evenings found a packed house. Such is fame. 
Abner described his contribution as a “super-nylon 
man-made mesh of double-talk” and even the admirers 
found it all difficult to explain. Everyone agreed, 
however, that Mr. Eames had great charm. Four firms 
were selected to proceed to Stage II of the Churchill 
College competition, the A.A. preening itself on having 
trained at least one partner in three of the firms and 
having a member of the fourth on its teaching staff. 

The threat to the Solent was again in the news 
with an impending inquiry into the proposal to build 
another refinery opposite Fawley. Proposals for a

Basildon Housing and the Radburn Idea 


Sir—Mr. Crabtree’s “Enthusiasm is not enough” 
(A. & B.N., December 16, 1959) is irrelevant and also an 
obvious truism. Anyway, I can assure him the cap does 
not fit. 

In fact I have been asking the butcher, the baker, the 
rent collector and all the other users of Radburn schemes 
questions, on and off, for ten years. I have some right 
to claim knowledge for “balanced judgment”. Whether 
Mr. Crabtree has, is very doubtful. He did not recognize 
what is, and what is not, a Radburn. 

Far from finding only black and white, as suggested, 
[ am particularly concerned with being informative rather 
than sweeping, in saying which are “the best” schemes. 
That is why I asked Mr. Crabtree to wait for the series 
of articles which will show why the various schemes are 
good or bad, cheap or costly, and in what ways. It will 
also show that my claims for research are not as empty 
as Mr. Crabtree, too readily, assumes. In the meanwhile 
I suggest visits to Sheffield, Greenhill; Coventry, Willen- 
hall I; and Stourport. 

What on earth is the relevance of a vague list of things 
done wrong in other new towns? Surely all intelligent 
people are agreed that any idea can be executed well or 
badly. Further, that to judge the basic idea one must not 
be misled by the errors of prototypes. If we obey such 
simple rules of logic, correspondence will be more 
meaningful.

Sir,—We have seen an extract from the A. & B.N., dated 
November 25, 1959, referring to standard kitchen units 
produced by Duncan Tucker (Tottenham) Ltd. 

For the point of clarification, I think I should 
point out that there are no EJMA patterns. There are 
EJMA products, which are those made according to 
specifications provided by this association, and manufac- 
tured in accordance with those specifications by manu- 
facturers licensed by this association to produce them. 
Messrs. Duncan Tucker (Tottenham) Ltd. are, of course, 
licensed producers. 

In this connection, you may be interested to know of a 
recent statement made at our annual meeting: 

“Mr. Thomas Sibthorp, advisory architect to the asso- 
ciation, said that it was perhaps unfortunate that architects 
used EJMA so loosely. Copies of EJMA _ specifi- 
cations were always available free of charge to members 
of professions and trades specifying and ordering 
EJMA joinery. But, pointed out Mr. Sibthorp, it was 
essential that those so specifying and ordering should be 
thoroughly conversant with the requirements of the 
association, so that they could satisfy themselves that the 
article was suitable for its job, that it was correctly 
specified and ordered, and that when delivered it con- 
formed completely to the specification.”

Better House Design 


Sir.—Mr. Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, speaking recently at the opening at Black- 
heath of the millionth post-war house erected by private 
builders, asked for more to be done to improve the design 
of owner-occupied houses. House buyers were looking 
for well-proportioned, good-looking houses attractively 
laid out. The construction and design of our houses 
should keep pace with the general advance of our civiliza- 
tion and should meet the challenge of the continuing rise 
in the standard of living. Builders and building societies, 
he claimed, were not as ready as they should be to face the 
challenge. There was a deadly danger of being too easily 
content with what we had done and too unwilling to 
experiment and try out new ideas. 

The Minister said he wanted to see more architects and 
builders taking up the challenge of house design, using 
their knowledge of modern requirements and techniques 
so as to build for better living and greater happiness. 
Too often lay-out and design have been neglected. 

This repeats, in essence, what was said in one of your 
editorials (A. & B.N., February 25, 1959) earlier this year, 
dealing with the question of new design, which was both 
a challenge to, and an opportunity for, architects, builders 
and building societies. The editorial concluded that it 
would only be met by the combined efforts of architects, 
builders and building societies producing modern homes 
at prices and terms of payment most people can well 
afford. 

The time has come for representatives of professional 
bodies of architects, builders and building societies to get

Association of District Councils 


Regulations have been laid before Parliament called 
The Local Government (Contributions to Association of 
District Councils) (Scotland) Amendment Regulations, 
1959, which prescribe new maximum limits to contributions 
which district councils may make to the District Councils’ 
Association for Scotland as from May 16, 1960. 


Building By-Laws 


The Ministry of Housing and Local Government have 
published some important amendments to the model build- 
ing by-laws. Both sets of amendments are to Series IV 
Buildings (1953 Edition). The changes brought about are 
briefly mentioned in Circular 63/59, and are printed in 
full as an appendix to the circular. 

The most important change now proposed is a revised 
Model By-law 78. This sets out new standards of thermal 
insulation in domestic buildings higher than those formerly 
considered necessary. The Ministry recommend that 
reference should be made when employing the new stan- 
dards to a publication of the Institution of Heating and 
Ventilation Engineers: A Guide to Current Practice. This 
guide is at present being revised, but, it is said, it will 
be available “in the New Year”. A new booklet is also 
to be provided by the same institution called The Com- 
putation of Heat Requirements for Buildings. 

The new by-law is both long and somewhat technical 
and would repay careful reading after Christmas.

together for a constructive exchange of ideas and aims. 
Too long have spokesmen, at arms’ length, said challenging 
things about one another. All must share the blame 
implicit in the Minister’s strictures. 

There are plenty of architects whose work is welcomed 
by building societies. The society of which I am chairman 
recently lent on a bungalow, which incorporated some of 
the latest and best ideas in architecture. The architect's 
drawings accompanied the application and were the subject 
of appreciative comment. But there are architects who 
indulge in their own fads and whims, generally unaccept- 
able, who have yet to learn how to use modern materials. 

Their work cannot be said to belong to the new design 
advocated by Mr. Brooke. 

There are builders who erect houses of the best modern 
design, “standing naturally and at ease in their own setting 
and growing out of the landscape”, as Mr. Brooke put it. 
There are other builders, especially speculative estate 
developers, who are concerned primarily with erecting 
houses which will sell readily and are not equally pre- 
occupied with the question of attractive design and general 
planning amenities. 

There are building societies with parochial outlook who 
need educating in the matter of good design and planning 
amenities. Societies generally could help more if they 
made it known that they would not lend necessarily on 
new property but would show a preference for houses 
well designed and showing an awareness of planning 
amenities. Building societies should consider, too, 
adopting the American idea of surveyors sending with the 
report a photograph of the property on which the loan 
is asked. That would help societies in their desire to 
encourage the building of houses of good design.

or new provision for Model By-laws 51, 59, 79 and 104. 
All are concerned with the construction and installation 
of flue pipes (except those connected to gas appliances). 

The Minister, in his circular, “urges all local authorities 
to amend their building by-laws accordingly. They are 
asked to submit their amendments in draft before taking 
steps to adopt them formally. The numbering of the 
by-laws in the draft will not necessarily be that of local 
authorities’ by-laws”. 


Local Government Finance 


The Minister of Housing and Local Government has laid 
before Parliament a report, under the Local Government 
Act, 195°, on the General Grant Increase Order, 1959. 
The report explains the factors involved in the Govern- 
ment’s review of the amount of general grant to local 
authorities for the years 1959-60 and 1960-61. He also 
observes that “this review has taken account not only of 
the effects of the Burnham Award, but also of all the 
other known factors affecting the level of costs, prices 
and remuneration which have arisen since the aggregate 
amounts were fixed last winter and which were not then 
foreseen, together with such further increases in this level 
as can be foreseen at the present time. 

The report then sets out the revised formula for the 
general grant distribution. The following shows the 
proposals for the two financial years concerned, the first 
figure being that for 1959-60 and the bracketed figure 
being that for 1960-61: 

(a) Basic grant £5-86 (£6:24) per head of population, plus 
£0-53 (£0-56) for each child under 15. 

(b) Supplementary grants. 
(i) Young children and old people £0-43 (£0:45) for 
each child under five and each person over 65. 
(ii) Schoolchildren, etc., £0-06 (£0063) per head of 
population multiplied by the number of pupils, etc., 
per 1,000 population in excess of 110. 


There are, of course, building societies whose boards 
include architects who are alive to what is happening in 
the modern architectural field. The second largest society 
in the country, with assets exceeding £3044 million, has, 
among its I! directors, two London F.R.I.B.A.s. One of 
them, who is the society’s deputy chairman, said at a 
recent annual meeting that, as a society, they hoped to 
keep abreast of modern developments and to offer 
mortgage facilities where the new designs are modern 
without being freakish, and the constructional methods, 
notwithstanding their novelty, are fundamentally sound. 
Anyone who sits on a building society board knows that 
societies lend daily on such properties, despite what is 
alleged to the contrary. 

Let us prove to Mr. Brooke that we share his concern 
for good design in modern housing. A good start would 
be an early conference of representatives of architects, 
builders and building societies. Who will make the first 
move?

BANBURY STATION 
RECONSTRUCTION 


ORK on the reconstruction of 

Banbury Station, the first major 
station rebuilding scheme undertaken 
by British Railways, Western Region, 
as part of their modernization plan, 
has now been completed. 


Planning 


The new station, consisting of a 
main building at ground level, which 
houses a modern booking office and a 
spacious concourse giving access to 
the left-luggage counter, bookstall, 
public lobby, public telephones and 
telegraph service. To the rear of these 
offices, staff rooms, extensive parcels 
facilities and an automatic telephone 
exchange. 

Leading from the main building to 
the new platforms, each of which is 
equipped with public waiting rooms, 
is a covered bridge, 40ft in width. This 
carries a large waiting room and 
modern refreshment room, each com- 
manding a good view of approaching 
trains. Forming part of the bridge is 
a separate passage-way provided with 
lifts for the transfer of luggage and 
mails between platforms. 

The entire station forecourt has 
been reconstructed to give better cir- 
culation for cars and taxis and a car 
park has been built on a stretch of 
waste land adjoining the station.

Construction 


The building is a reinforced con- 
crete frame structure, with infilling 
panels of London stock bricks con- 
trasted with areas of tiling, Tyrolean 
rendering and concrete cladding slabs 
faced with Derbyshire spar chips. 

Prestressed concrete units have 
been used at several points in the de- 
sign, notably for the cantilevered 
treads on main staircase in the con- 
course, units which form the canopy 
roof, decking to the bridge, and the 
large main beams which carry the 
bridge structure across the double 
track. 

The station is lighted by fluorescent 
lamps and is centrally heated.

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Construction 


The new station building, which is 
built entirely over railway tracks, has 
a reinforced concrete structure, on 
piled foundations. Structure is com- 
posed largely of pre-cast, prestressed 
members which will simplify the con- 
struction and give minimum interfer- 
ence with the running of trains. 

The concourse is built of slender 
reinforced concrete columns support- 
ing a folded roof of pre-cast, pre- 
stressed concrete beams and planks. 
Full glazing between columns gives a 
clear and light interior to the con- 
course. Where brickwork is used, it 
will be of London stock facing bricks 
as used in adjacent new works. 

Commercial development schemes 
are under consideration for the front- 
ages adjoining and opposite’ the 
station. 


ONDON Road Station is the ter- 

mination in Manchester of the 
principal rail route from London, 
and as-such falls within the main 
line electrification scheme. The main 
station building, besides accommo- 
dating the usual passenger facilities, 
houses offices of the district operat- 
ing superintendent for Manchester 
North. 

Site limitations and _ restrictions 
encountered in the existing station 
layout, coupled with the proposal to 
operate partial passenger services 
during the entire period of recon- 
struction, are factors which affect the 
building programme enormously and 
which give rise to a very complex 
staging programme. 


Planning 


The main object in the planning 
has been to segregate the pedestrian 
and vehicular circulation resulting 
in the safe movement of pedestrian 
traffic and more efficiency in the 
working of service vehicles to and 
from the station.

to serve all four tracks, the centre 
tracks being the fast lines, and the 
outer pair the slow lines. The station 
buildings at road level are situated on 
an overbridge and comprise 2z. ticket 
office, booking hall and cycle store. 
New platform buildings have been 
provided comprising waiting rooms 
and new staff and store rooms. 


Tunnelling 

For economic and other reasons 
tunnelling techniques had to be con- 
sidered totally different from those 
formerly employed. It was decided 
that a concrete lining to the new 
tunnels would be the most suitable 
and economical. It was necessary, 
however, to ensure that there would 
be no adverse effect on the concrete 
lining due to the passage of steam 
locomotives. Use was made, there- 
fore, of “Sealithor” metallurgical 
supersulphated cement in the manu- 
facture of the pre-cast concrete units 
above ballast level. 

Each ring of the lining comprised 
a reinforced invert unit and 19 plain 
pre-cast voussoirs. The pre-cast lining 
blocks required no fastening between

rings, and grouting outside the lining 
was unnecessary in clay. 

The tunnels were driven by 3lft 
dia. shields fitted with hydraulically 
operated erector arms or “Jumbos” 
for setting the upper voussoirs into 
position, Excavation was by hand, 
using pneumatic shovels. As the face 
advanced the shield was pushed for- 
ward by propelling rams bearing on 
the last completed ring of the lining. 
This allowed the next ring to be 
assembled immediately behind the 
shield after withdrawal of the rams. 
The units of the ring were then forced 
tightly against the ground by means 
of jacks. These jacks were set be- 
tween pairs of special voussoirs 
situated in the waist upon both sides 
of the tunnel. The jacks were sub- 
sequently replaced by a very dry mtx 
of concrete pinning, introduced in 
two stages to avoid any release of 
the ground load on the ring. The 
tunnel portals were built oversize 
initially to permit the passage of the 
shield. The “shove” from the pro- 
pelling rams at this stage was trans- 
ferred by temporary rings of lining 
and trestled piles to the ground out- 
side the tunnel.

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REFRESHMENT ROOM 
AT SHEFFIELD 


‘THE licensed buffet on the down- 
side consisted originally of two 
separate rooms, each with a bay 
window, being linked by two doors. 
Both these rooms were high and old 
fashioned and heated by open fires. 
It was decided to replace these rooms 
and their kitchens with one large 
room and completely new kitchen 
accommodation. In order to achieve 
this, but at the same time to keep 
structural alterations to a minimum, 
it was necessary to retain the central 
chimney breast and the wall between 
the room proper and the alcove. 

The alcove, which projects on to 
the platform, has been treated to link 
up visually with new combined tea 
room and waiting room on the upside. 
It has been equipped with bar stools, 
high level tables, a plant box and a 
cup shelf running its full length. 

The licensed buffet proper consists 
of a bar running the full width of 
the room at one end, a central block 
of seating designed around the exist- 
ing chimney breast, and a strip of 
seating along the wall at the extreme 
opposite end of the room. The new 
accommodation has a maximum 
seating capacity for 52 people. 

The existing rooms being tall, it 
was felt that it was necessary to 
reduce their apparent height. This 
was done by utilizing the horizontal 
runs of light-fitting suspensions, and 
in so doing forming an open type of 
suspended ceiling at 9ft above floor 
finish. A suspended, solid, false ceil- 
ing is provided over the bar area and 
contains the ventilating equipment. 

Internal walls of the buffet are 
completely covered in glass mosaic, 
hardened timber slatting, laminated 
plastic and glass mirror. The kitchens 
have been tiled throughout. Choice 
of materials and colour is designed 
to avoid the monotonous appearance 
which often accompanies the use of 
hard-wezring and washable surfaces.

Construction 


Ground conditions enforced the use 
of piling below the floors of the larger 
buildings, but while this was pro- 
ceeding the timber wall panels were 
being prefabricated in Swansea. 
Above floor level “dry” construction 
methods were employed wherever 
possible to speed the sequence of 
work. The smaller buildings are 
entirely of natural timber framing, 
but in those fronting the road the 
timber has been combined with grey 
brick walls. Long-span_ castellated 
beams are used in the steel and 
aluminium canopies in order to leave 
the platforms unobstructed. The 
station lighting is particularly bright 
and attractive, with fluorescent fit- 
tings displaying the place name.

New Timber Beam (A) 

A new type of beam has been 
introduced which provides all the 
advantages of solid timber in a lighter 
form of construction. There are no 
joints in the Corrply beam, as it is 
known, and it consists of two main 
timber flanges and a centre ply web. 
This form represents the I-section 
which is claimed to provide a greater 
measure of strength compared with 
a trussed girder of equal depth. Its 
strength is obtained by corrugating 
the central ply member which is glued 
into snake slots machined along the 
full length of each flange member. 

The undulating shape of the web 
reduces the risk of cracking and any 
shearing stresses in the glue joints 
are carried continuously along the 
flange making primary cracking of 


the joints virtually impossible. Neither 
nails, bolts nor dowels are used. The 
saving in timber as compared with 
solid timber beams having the same 
load capacity is approximately 50 per 
cent, whereas the Corrply beam is 
only slightly greater in depth. The 
makers state that it is suitable for 
use in roof structure whether pitch 
or flat and it is obtainable in any 
required length. It can also be used 
for a variety of other applications 
where solid timber would normally 
be required.

New Hacksaw Blade 


The Aven Progressive Teeth hand 
hacksaw blade has been produced 
with the object of overcoming the 
necessity for changing blades for 
different jobs. With normal blades, 
trouble is sometimes caused by the 
failure of the user to select the 
correct pitch of teeth for a job. This 
often causes breakages of teeth or of 
the actual blade itself, particularly if 
high speed hand blades are used.

Iron Flooring Plates 


Cast iron plates are the latest 
addition to the Stelcon range of floor- 
ing. They are designed for heavy 
duty and the surface obtained is in 
the form of a non-slip diamond.

The plates 
should be buttered on the underside 
with a thin cement grout and then 
tapped into position with a mallet and 
a slurry should come up through the 
surface holes which can be easily 
cleaned off with a hard broom and 
sand. Six hours after laying, the 
plates should be covered with sand, 
which should be kept wet for three 
days. Light traffic can be allowed 
over the floor five days after laying 
but 10 days should elapse before 
normal traffic is permitted. The 
plates are jin thick and weigh 1I14lb 
each.

Fire Resistant Asbestolux 
Ceiling Panels 

At a standard fire resistance test, 
held recently at the Fire Research 
Station on a ceiling of fin Asbestolux 
panels protecting a timber floor, the 
construction satisfied the requirements 
of BSS 476 Part I—1953 for the fire 
resistance grade of half an hour.
